Elec- 
tric power in the Everglades section of Palm Beach county 
was interrupted, of course, but inconvenience was at a 
minimum considering the high velocity of the winds.

Cleo Was “Dry” One 


Florida Flood Control District got 
their first “trial by hurricane” this 
week. 

But ironically Cleo was/a com- 
paritively “dry” hurricarie and did 
not provide a real test of Flood 
Control facilities, according to 
Riley S. Miles of Kissimmee, Chair- 

. man of the District's Governing 
Board. 1 

No hurricane ever: before has 
tested the FCD works, since the 
start of construction of the 18- 
county system in 1950, Miles ex- 
plained. In 1960, Hurricané Donna! 
skirted the District and crossed 
its northern end near Orlando, but 
at that time no FCD facilities had | 
been built in Donna's path. 

Ready for the worst this’ time 
and anticipating torrential rain- 
fall the FCD's eleven, pumping 
stations went into action 24 hours 
in advance of Cleo. They pumped 
levels of water in canals down sev-

county before the noon. hour Thursday of last week and 
_ along with the wind went the electric service when great 
pine trees fell across the lines. Not to be outdone by the 
antics of nature, workmen'were on the downed lines al- 
most before Cleo was out of sight. Service was restored to 
the Belle Glade area by four.o'clock in the afternoon and 
at Pahokee, in most places just a few hours later. Canal 
Point was harder hit and lines coming in were down in 
more places, and it took until noon Friday to get elec- 
tricity back to the homes and business houses.
